RAMSEY GM-4 HIGH POWER FM MIKE KIT: A fellow teehnoid [I'll call him "Eric"] provided a 
copy of the instruction manual for this high powered "bug". Ramsey claims this unit is a 
"stable...and legal" FM transmitter, although there are some gray areas in the law regulating devices 
such as this • don't just get caught using it for illegal surveilance purposes! Ramsey DOES mention 
using it for a baby monitor, in so many words. .. 

High power? They state 250 milliwatts, although mention of using a 28" antenna wire MAY keep it 
within the FCC rules of 250 nrv/meter @ 3 meters field strength. Ramsey also mentions using the 
FM-4 for local broadcasting purposes and attaching a variety of more efficient antennas to its 
output! 

The FM-4 uses an on-board mic and can be used with a variety of such. It also has a powered tap 
for electret mics, with a mic-gain control {Rl], One could even attach an audio-inOput connector in 
place of the mic and maybe diddle with the capacitor Cl's value from 4.7 uf to .001 uf and maybe 
add a 47k ohm resistor in parallel with CI for a line-level audio input.. ..ideas fellows? 

"Eric" has found this kit to be very "frequency agile"; it'll tune down to 85 Mhz. Even alter initial 
warm-up; however, it drifts like a cork in the ocean! An analog receiver could tune it, but a digital 
recevier would lose it. Both "eric" and I agree that temperature-stable capacitors [NPO or silver 
mica] are needed to "firm" things up. Both C8 and C9 [5 pf] are definitie culprits, with possibly c7 
[.001 uf] being upgraded also and R9 10K resistor being changed toi 1% variety for better stability. 

Q4 [a 7001 VHF transistor] is the amplifying transistor, initially, "eric" found that Ramsey had 
supplied a 15K ohm resistor to bias Q4 and that it ran hot after a couple of hours. [Builders may 
have to sub this part of for 10K ohm]. With the original 28" wire, it covered his household pretty 
well. He then added a Radio Shack wire dipole matched to the FM-4 with a 300 ohm-to-75 ohm 
balun and got an estimated 300 to 400 foot range. Being in RF-rich environment [we call it 
"transmitter hill", due to many FM and TV stations' transmitters being in the area], it was 
somewhat hard for him to make a proper assesment of the FM-4's true range. Surely, with 250 mw 
and a tuned antenna in a "clean" RF environment, it could possibly cover a pretty large area. More 
later, as it develops!

In this installment we'll examine some simple techniques 
you can use to produce professional sounding programs on your comDuter For our

Lets start with an overview of how to configure your files. We record everything in 16-bit, 22 
kHz mono. This affords a fidelity comparable to a good cassette recording. A one-half hour 
program in this format will produce a WAV file about 70 megabytes long. However, when 
you save the file to your hard disk, use ADPCM compression and it will occupy only about 
seventeen megabytes of space on your hard drive. Be aware, though, that to open the file, 
you II need the space on your hard drive for the software to open a full-size swap file. 

Here's how to do a simple voice over music: Choose an instrumental selection (vocals 
distract the listener) and record it to the hard drive. To trim your musical selection to the 
desired length, Select and zoom into the start of your selection. Now select the silence before 
the music begins. Delete. Your song is now cued to play as soon as you hit the play button 
Highlight the last few seconds of your selection. Delete to the desired length, then Fade out 
Select the portion to fade. Choose fade out from the Amplify Box in the Transform Menu 
Click on OK and you're done. 

To record your voiceover, choose New Instance from the file menu. You'll be presented with 
a brand new editing window. Record your voiceover in this window. Trim out your voiceover 
in a manner similar to that which you trimmed your background music. NoWs also the the 
time to add any effects. Choose them from the Transform menu. They'll be applied to 
whatever portion you've selected. From the edit menu, choose Select Entire Wave. Select 
copy from the edit menu. Your voice track is now copied into the clipboard. Now click on the 
window whKh contains your music. The idea is to dodge out a section of the music and 
overlay your vo.ce track. Watching the time counter, select a portion of music equal to the 
length of your vo.ce track.

Ray Pfaff reports a full data sheet from Hitch Hikers Guide to the Galaxy Radio in 5 weeks, a 
full data card from Voice of Christmas in two weeks, a full data orange card from WNOT in a 
little over five years, and a full data sheet (#1 6) from Radio CSA in six weeks.

Jeff in 87 days, a full data color "photo of rock band" card from Mystery Radio signed by The 
Shadow in 64 days for logs somewhere, two full data sheets (#1090 & 1100) from WLIS 
signed by Charles in about one month, and a full data full color "Ethel's Buns" sheet from 
Radio Garbanzo signed by Feariess Fred in 31 days for re 
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Ye Olde Columnlate appeared mildly agitated to see a full data binary sheet (#27) from 
Jerryngged Radio In unknown time for report in DiaLogs, a full data card and sheet (#21) 
X Jf.^ by T ° ke PIP""*** in flve days, a full data card and letter from 
KOLD s.gned by Aldo Bafasta for a log in DiaLogs, and a full data orange card (#35) with the 
wrong date on it from WNOT signed by The Amazing Mumford In 1866 days - which beats 
ttie Alliance for Free Radio's 1247 days by nearly two years! (It was dated 12/21/96 but was 
for a 1991 report!)

The carrier frequency is tunable by an LC circuit [LI - 4.5 turn coil, cl3 - 6 to 60 pf variable 
capacitor]. The manual stated the frequency range is 40 to 100 Mhz; the MCM catalog didn't 
mention frequency range at all, but I suspect it to be the lower half of the FM broadcast band The 
FMST-100 is powered at 3.3 volts DC by a Zener diode from a 9 volt source Ibattcry or AC/DC 
adapter, etc.]. 

"Mr. Leo" asked if there could be improvements made to the FMST-100 as in other kits for stability 
and maybe power output. For stability, I suggested maybe replacing C6 & C7 10 pf caps for silver 
mica or at least NPO's; depending on frequency range maybe change CI 3 variable caD for one of 
lesser value and add a low value silver mica cap in series with it as an experiment? 

As for power output, the BA1404 is very low as compared to my Ramsey FM-10's 10 miliwatt 

All in all, this k>t is only about a quarter the size of the Ramsey FM-10's PC board, area-wise. Very

The recent civil war in Zaire has finally started to spawn some clandestine stations. One of these 
should be a target for us. BBCMS (via Monitoring Times) reports that a new station, the Voice of 
the People," has begun transmissions from Bunia in northeastern Zaire. The schedule that BBCMS 
monitored off the air on February 18 said that two half hour programs are transmitted at 0430 and 
1500 UTC on 5066 kHz. According to BBCMS, this station is in territory that is controlled by Zaire 
rebels led by Laurent Kabila. It uses ID's from the "Democratic Republic of Congo," not •Zaire," 
indicating that the station is operated by the rebels. Programming is in French, Swahili, Lingala, and 
vernacular languages. Apparently the same five minute newscast is repeated in a variety of 
languages dunng the half hour snow 

BBCMS points out that this frequency is the same one used by a shortwave educational station 
Radio Candip. They reported that at 0528 UTC an ID was given for Radio Candip, with a schedule 
of programs. BBCMS had previously reported that Radio Candip had been captured by rebel forces 



I looked for this signal at 0430 on February 23, since it seems theoretically possible that we might 
be able to hear it in North America on a day of good conditions. I found no trace; not even a 
heterodyne. I don't recall the last North American log I've seen from this station, although our old 
friend Vashek Korinek of South Africa reported hearing the station on 3390 kHz in Numem Uno 
#1381 a couple of months ago. Recent logs on 5066 kHz are scarce indeed from North America. 
But the time to try for this one is now, since the spring WWCR schedule lists them moving their 
illegal pirate transmitter from 5070 kHz to 5065 kHz. This will greatly increase the QRM then, and 
African propagation will probably be more unfavorable as sprirfl amves anyway. 

GIFFORD PtNCHOT CLANDESTINE LOGS 

I had the pleasure of attending one of this season's Gifford Pinchot State Park DXpeditions in 
Pennsylvania on February 6-9 with Rich D'Angelo, Bob Montgomery, and Fred Kohbrenner. 
Despite propagation ccrxlitira 

time to leave, we still heard a variety of pretty good DX There were some clandestine stations 
among out catches. Both Rich D'Angelo of Pennsylvania and I heard a few interesting things. 

La Voz del CID. Last month in this column we mentioned that La Voz del CID is having financial 
trouble again, and has not been transmitting on its traditional 31 meter frequency of 9942v kHz 
during the daytime and early evening. I confirmed this at the DXpedrtton. But, I heard them daily on 
their 49 meter frequency of 6306 kHz mornings around 1200-1300+ and late in the evenings 
around 0500. So, reports of the demise of CID are not yet true. 

Radio Kudlrat Nigeria. I heard their sign-off after an ID in English and a Nigerian anthem at 2008* 
UTC on 6205 kHz February 7. As summer conditions return, this broadcast will probably be too 
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early In the day to propagate well to North America, so If you have not yet heard this fascinating 
Nigerian clandestine, you ought to try soon. They genaraly olgn on around 1905 UTC.

Unidentified. Al of ua at the DXpedrbon were hearing a solid signal from a middle eastern 
clandestine daiy on 4120 kHz around 0500 UTC, both earber and later than the time Most of the 
show consisted of typical clandestine fare from the region of talks, Koran recitations, and middle 
eastern music Butfromtirr»totimeitalsoajredpop music. None of us caught a definite ID, 
unfortunately. I checked both HaraJd Kuhre web site and Nick Grace's web site on clandestines, but 
I couldn't find any logical candidates for this one. Has anybody else been hearing this station? LATE 
NEWS: In Numem Uno #1413, Bob Hi reports a tog of this one at 0403 on February 23 that he 
presumes per partial ID's is the Voice of the People of Kurdistan. 

Two Other Presumed Logs. I had two loggings at the DXpedrbon that I presumed were 
clandestine, but given some interesting speculations by veteran DXpert Bob Hill of Massachusetts 
r) Numem Uno #1412, there is some question about what I heard in each case. I heard what I 
believe was Voice of the Mojahed with what I thought was a good ID between 1859-1915+ on 
February 7, using 6270 kHz in parallel with 9430 kHz. The program with a female announcer was 
unjammed. Bob points out that he wonders about this one, given the fact that Tirana operates on 
6270 kHz and Prague operates on 9430 kHz. I don't think that Bob was right in this case, as I dont 
befeve that Tirana and Prague operate In parallel. But has anybooV else heard tois transmissran to 
provide some additional evidence? I also heard another unusual transmission underneath WWV on 
10000 kHz at 1915 UTC on February 7. Although the time signal dominated the frequency, fairly 
solid Arabic vocal music was underneath it, with fairly intelligible audio whenever WWV went into 
just time ticks for a minute I presumed that this may have been the Voice of Sudan, listed in the 
1 997 edition of Passport to World Band Radio with a transmitter in Eritrea at this time of day But 
Bob HA accurately points out that a spur of Radio Jordan has tuned up on this frequency at times, 
so that theory cant be ruled out either. Its an irrteresting pheryxr^, wr«tever it is. 



I received a nice letter from ACE member Tony Benbenek of New York, who reports that he verified 
Radio Kudrrat Nigeria. Tony got the normal QSL letter signed by Kayode Fayemi, Director of 
Communications for NALICON. Tony's November 13 report at 1902 UTC on 6205 kHz produced 
the full data verification. Tony says that he wrote to Ijoto the and Boston aoyresses, but that 

the reply came from the address in Europe that has been producing reguter veries: NALICON U.K., 
Post Office Box 9663, London SE1 3LZ, England. Kayode said that QSL cards will Mow later, but 
even though he says this in all Kudirat QSL letters, I still have not seen any reports of QSL cards 
that have actually rnaterialized. Oxigratutations, Tony! 



ACE member Ulis Fleming points out that a very interesting story about Ntoaraguan pirate radio was 
printed in the Miami Herald, and waa available on their internet web site at last check via a 
rrtfp://wvw.herlad.cofrtfamerlca^ URL. The days of nightly 

clandestine radio activity from Nicaragua are over, but several FM pirates now pepper the airwaves 
in Managua. Several of the stations, such as Magic 102.7 (which transmits on 97.9 MHz), actually 
broadcast in English as imitations of Miami commercial stations The Herald points out that there 
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are plenty of counterfort videos, prated sateite programs, and sirriar communications ventures are 
common in Latin America, so the prate phenomenon is not out of character for the region. The 
article points out that the mtsmateh between ID'S and frequency on Magic 102.7 is because the 
station stole all its jingles from the old Sonny Fox morning show in Miami. The paper said that by 
now the station is probably also on 102.7 MHz, with permission of the Nicaraguan government 



Some clandestine items of interest have piled up from BBC Monitoring Service via Monitoring 
Times magazine. Unlike last month, we have some room for a few of them. 

Lebanon. Israeli jets bombed the transmitter of Hezbollah's radio station, the Voice of the 
Oppressed, on February 11. It is located two kilometers from Batabakk in the Biqa valley of 
southern Lebanon. According to Radio Lebanon, the 684 kHz program of this station went off the 
air following the raid. Two days earlier, BBCMS heard the station in Arabic at 0630 UTC, 
announcing telephone number of 08-370284 and 08-370973, saying that visitors were welcome in 
the studio building at Muqaddass Shaykh Habib al-lbrahim Street in Ba'bbakk. If you call them, tell 
them that ACE sent you! During a February 12 interview on VIRI, the Iran international broadcaster, 
Voice of the Oppressed director-general Hajj Husayn said that the station had suffered "extensive 
damage," but that it returned to FM broadcasting three hours after the bombing raid. 

Jorge Mas Canosa Criticized Again by Government Another report from the federal 
government has been critical of Cuban American National Foundation head Jorge Mas Canosa, 
head of the Radio Marti advisory board and boss of the CANF's station La Voz de la Fundacion, still 
heard via WMRI. The government found that Radio and TV Marti are "guilty of poor management 
practices." According to HCJB, USIA inspector general spokesperson Linda Tamping said that the 
US Information Agency will 'look into whether the station follows federal rules on objectivity, 
balance, accuracy, and meeting US foreign policy objectives." Although BBCMS does not say it, a 
series of reports nave found that Mas Canosa uses Radio Mart as a personal voice and a 
patronage mill. They ateo do not mention that President Bill Clinton has allowed Mas Canosa to do 
pretty much as he pleases with Mart, as part of a political deal cut during the 1992 and 1996 
elections when Florida's electoral votes were impacted significantly by the votes of Cuban- 
Amencans in the Miami area. I very clearly remember a Clinton rally in Miami when he embraced 
Mas Canosa in front of national TV cameras. 

Radio Caroline Returning. Although it is a prate arri rx* a clandestine, tr^ ^ 
interesting enough to mention. Rob Eden, former DJ at Radio Caroline and Radio Northsea 
International, sent an e-mail to BBCMS indicating that Radio Caroline may return to the air shorty 
on 864 kHz from a land-based transmitter in County Louth in Ireland. A transmitter for this
